gingle tax on land values is before the 
people of Ohio in the present election. 
It is there by the action of the John- 
son state convention, when it express- 
ed, at Johnson's dictation, its endorse- 
ment of the pending amendment to the 
state constitution for the classification 
of property for taxation, putting the 
entire power in this matter in the 
hands of every changing legislature. 
Had Mr. Zimmerman,or any other reg- 
ular Democrat, been nominated by the 
Democrats of the regular way of think- 
ing, an expression by them, in favor 
of this amendment would not have 
meant the single land tax.

a. man of Johnson's own sort 


In the four years since Johnson 


stopped everything by his injunction, 
his tax arrearages have accumulated 
for the fiscal years 1900,1901,1902 and 
1903, 
upon the basis of the county's 


claim that in 1898 Johnson owned of 
property subject to just taxation over 
$3,000,000, upon which the county 
claimed in unpaid taxes and penalties 
$135,000. Nothing has happened since 
that time to make Johnson a poorer 
man. He is worth as much today as 
he was then, very likely more. This 
amount is certainly far less than the 
general estimate of his wealth. Beside 
that the Cleveland tax rate is high- 
er under his administration as mayor 
than it used to be, so that the pas 
four years must have added much more 
in taxes and penalties to his debt on 
this account than half a million dol 
lars; easily enough to bring the total 
claim against him from $433,000 in the 
cases now uader his injunction, to 
much above a million dollars. 


This vast debt is due primarily to 


Cuyahoga county, the city of Cleveland 
and the state of Ohio. Johnson 
is 


master of the first, mayor of the sec- 


| ond, and seeks to be governor of the 


third. The debt, however, is actually 
owed by him to the honest taxpayers 
of these governments. The money that I 
the state, county and city could not j 
get from Johnson had to be made up !
